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N March, 1884, Hesraica, a Quarterly Journal in the Inter- 
ests of Hebrew Study, was founded at Morgan Park, Illinois, 
as the result of the renewal of interest in the study of the Old 

Testament and the Semitic Languages. In October, 1886, this 
Journal was transferred to Yale University, New Haven. In Octo- 
ber, 1892, the Journal was again transferred to the University of 
Chicago, and in October, 1895, with the beginning of Volume XII, 
the name of the Journal was changed to THE AMERICAN JOURNAL 
or Semitic Lancuaces AND LiTERATuREs (continuing Hepraica). 

The policy of the Journal has been from the beginning 

1) to encourage the scientific study of the Semitic Languages 
and Literatures; 

2) to furnish information concerning the work of Semitic 
students at home and abroad; 

3) to act as a medium for the publication of scientific contri- 
butions in these departments. 

Articles are published in German, French, and Latin, as well 
as in English. Original articles of one to four pages have been 
classed under “Contributed Notes.” 

A partial list of the contributors and their contributions will be 
found in the following pages. They represent, in a large measure, 
the growth of Semitic Studies in America. 

Twenty volumes have been issued. With the beginning of 
the twenty-first volume (October, 1904) the editors will continue 
their efforts to make this Journal representative of American and 
European scholarship.
